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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Over  the  last  year  the  town  has  completed  several  major  projects.  The 
inprovement  of  the  Grafton  Turnpike  was,  we  know,  a  relief  for  the  residents 
of  that  road.  We  also  saw  the  improvement  of  a  mile  of  the  River  Road  for 
winter  maintenance.  Our  Transfer  Station  was  relocated  to  its  new  site  off 
the  Orange  Road  and  opened  to  the  public  on  November  1. 

The  Water/Sewer  improvement  project  broke  ground  this  year.  We 
appreciate  the  patience  of  those  residents  who  endured  noise,  dust,  and 
torn-up  roads  during  the  summer  of  '89.  We  are  fortunate  that  Lee  Hennessy 
contributes  his  intelligence  and  energy  to  this  undertaking. 

We  chose  the  firm  of  Apple  Appraisal,  Inc  to  conduct  our  town-wide 
revaluation  of  property  (a  State  requirement).  This  is  the  first  revaluation 
our  town  has  had  since  1977.  At  the  end  of  this  project  we  will  not  only 
update  our  property  values  but  we  will  also  have  those  records  in  a  computer 
program  which  will  simplify  certain  office  procedures. 

Our  recreation  areas  received  attention  in  1989.  Williams  Field  sports  a 
new  fence,  landscaping,  basketball  hoop,  and  new  lighting.  The  swimming  dock 
at  the  Town  Beach  was  repaired.  We  feel  that  our  staff  has  done  an  admirable 
job  in  carrying  out  the  day  to  day  tasks  of  the  Town.  Dexter  Bucklin  has 
managed  the  Water/Sewer  project,  a  large  and  complicated  task,  with  great 
ability.  Our  office  staff  (new  in  1989)  has  done  a  fine  job  learning  their 
roles  and  assisting  our  citizens.  The  road  crew,  police  and  firemen  also 
have  our  support  for  a  job  well  done.  A  note  of  commendation  is  due  to  Eiily 
Heuss  who  has  continued  to  give  much  to  the  Town  with  her  knowledge  and 
ability  as  Town  Clerk/Tax  Collector. 

The  Board  encourages  town  voters  to  carefully  review  the  1990  Warrant 
articles  and  to  participate  in  town  government  by  voting  on  March  13  and  at 
Town  Meeting  on  Saturday,  March  17,  1990.

Reflecting  back  on  the  past  year  as  I  prepare  for  ly  second  Town  Meeting 
in  Canaan,  I  recall  a  year  of  positive  movement  and  constructive  growth  in 
the  Community.  In  the  arena  of  Town  government  there  still  exists  a  healthy 
divergence  of  opinions  and  positions  on  most  issues.  But  there  appears  to 
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have  eierged  an  encouraging  tolerance  and  respect  for  the  views  and  thoughts 
of  others. 

Most  of  the  residents  experienced  the  disruptions  of  progress  this  past 
summer  as  we  neared  the  completion  of  the  Water  Improvement  Project  and  broke 
new  ground  on  the  Wastewater  Project.  The  Water  Project  is  over  95%  complete 
and  bids  for  the  second  phase  of  the  Wastewater  Project  will  be  awarded  in 
early  April,  with  completion  expected  in  late  Spring  of  1991. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  community  for  the  abundance  of  patience  and 
understanding  that  existed  during  the  long  and  disruptive  period  of 
construction.  Hopefully  the  worst  is  behind  us.  I  think  it  would  be 
appropriate  to  acknowledge  the  consistent  professional  support  extended  by 
Lee  Hennessey  on  behalf  of  the  Town  during  this  past  year.  Lee's  persistent 
overview  of  the  project  has  insured  that,  upon  completion,  the  Town  will 
inherit  the  best  facility  possible. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  many,  the  Town  will  receive  nearly  $3.6  million 
of  Federal  and  State  funding  on  the  water  and  wastewater  projects.  Although 
State  and  Federal  funds  continue  to  dwindle,  Canaan  continues  to  benefit  from 
official  initiatives.  Chief  Jon  Putnam  was  successful  in  obtaining  two  state 
grants  for  radar  equipment  and  for  increased  traffic  safety  patrols.  The 
Town  was  also  successful  in  receiving  a  state  grant  to  conduct  a 
feasibility  study  on  the  Town's  eligibility  for  housing  rehabilitation  funds. 
The  results  of  the  survey  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Office  of  State  Planning 
for  consideration  for  up  to  $350,000  in  rehabilitation  grants.  Results  of 
our  application  should  be  known  by  June  1990. 

At  this  year's  Town  Meeting  the  voters  will  have  the  opportunity  to  act 
on  the  results  of  the  tireless  efforts  of  a  hard  working  group  of  elected 
officials,  AKA  the  Canaan  Planning  Board.  Regardless  of  how  one  might  view 
the  merits  of  zoning,  Don  Blunt  and  the  Planning  Board  deserve  recognition 
for  their  significant  contributions  of  time  and  effort  to  the  community. 

During  my  first  year  in  Canaan,  employment  stability  was  a  nonsequitor. 
There  appeared  to  be  an  employment  revolving  door  in  the  central  office  and 
highway  department.  This  rapid  employment  turnover  resulted  in  significant 
reductions  in  departmental  efficiencies;  a  fact  apparent  to  many.  This 
past  year  however,  stability  has  returned  to  these  two  departments. 

Road  Agent  Bob  Sullivan  (overseeing  the  most  difficult  operation  in  Town) 
with  the  support  of  the  Selectmen  has  been  able  to  establish  significant 
improvement  in  the  employment  stability  of  the  highway  department.  It  should 
also  be  noted  that  Bob  provided  considerable  expertise  in  the  successful 
solution  to  a  major  problem  associated  with  the  water  facility  improvement 
project. 

Closer  to  home,  the  central  office  operation  has  been  infinitely  improved 
as  a  result  of  the  talents  of  Judith  Kushner  and  Gloria  Koch.  Gloria's 
expertise  has  brought  the  office  payroll  and  bookkeeping  operations  into  the 
computer  age  with  little  pain  and  no  disruption.  Judith,  in  addition 
to  work  with  the  Planning  Board,  has  assumed  the  monumental  task  of  updating 
the  Town's  assessing  and  property  tax  operation,  and  has  acted  as  liaison 
with  the  revaluation  firm,  Apple  Appraisal,  Inc.  We  all  continue  to 
appreciate  the  consistently  knowledgeable  support  of  Emily  Heuss,  our 
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distinguished  Clerk  and  Collector.  Personally,  Emily  has  been  a  source  of 
professional  support  since  ly  arrival  in  April  1988. 

I  referred  to  the  tovnwide  revaluation  initiated  in  the  fall  of  1989  and 
scheduled  for  completion  in  August  1990.  It  lay  go  without  saying,  but  I 
urge  everyone  to  review  closely  the  impact  notices  reflecting  the  new 
assessed  values  of  all  property  in  Canaan.  These  notices,  which  will  list 
all  land  and  building  assessments  in  the  Town,  will  be  mailed  to  all 
property  owners  in  early  June.  At  this  time,  there  will  be  a  period  of 
four  weeks  to  review  and  question  the  basis  for  your  property  assessment. 

Working  with  Scott  Johnston  and  the  Budget  Committee  on  the  preparation 
of  the  1990  budget,  observing  as  they  addressed  with  Solomon  like  wisdom  the 
delicate  balance  of  needed  services  and  subsequent  tax  impact,  I  was  aware  of 
the  significant  contributions  to  the  quality  of  life  made  by  our  elected  and 
volunteer  officials.  From  the  totally  volunteer  efforts  of  the  Library 
Trustees  and  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  to  those  who  receive  token  payment 
for  services  such  as  Fire  Chief  Steve  Heath  and  our  volunteer  fire 
department,  the  residents  owe  much.  Significant  budgetary  savings  have  been 

Realized  as  a  result  of  the  services  of  Treasurer  Ed  Lary  and  Director  of 
General  Assistance  Charles  Adams.  I  encourage  you  to  read  the  reports  of  the 
various  committees  and  reflect  on  their  contributions  to  the  well  being  of 
all. 

In  a  year-end  review  such  as  this,  one  is  bound  to  miss  acknowledging  the 
contributions  of  many  such  as  Roger  Remade,  Sr.  our  diligent  Building 
Inspector,  and  Kate  Brooks  Laffan  and  the  Conservation  Commission  whose  work 
will  hopefully  result  in  a  successful  conclusion  to  their  Land  Conservation 
Investment  Program  effort. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  a  sincere  thanks  to  our  Board  of 
Selectmen.  Much  of  the  positive  growth  that  I  sense  to  have  existed  over  the 
past  year  has  been  encouraged  and  supported  by  Selectmen  Labrie,  Ireton,  and 
Jamison.  An  extra  special  thanks  to  Ed  Labrie,  the  one  most  responsible  for 
my  being  here,  as  he  steps  down  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  many  years  of 
dedicated  service  to  the  Town  of  Canaan.  Thanks,  Ed,  for  your  support  and 
continued  encouragement  and  we  wish  you  the  best.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 

We  have  exaiined  the  general  purpose  financial  stateients  of  the  Town  of 
Canaan,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  Deceiber  31,  1988,  and  have  issued 
our  report  on  thei  dated  March  16,  1989.  As  part  of  our  examination,  ve  aade 
a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  internal  accounting  control  of  the  Town  of 
Canaan,  New  Haipshire  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the 
systei  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  the  standards 
for  financial  compliance  audits  contained  in  the  U.S.  General  Accounting 
Office  Standards  for  Audit  of  Governnental  Organizations.  Prograns^ 
Activities  and  Functions,  and  the  Single  Audit  Act  of  1984  (Pub  L.  No. 
98-502).  For  the  purpose  of  this  report,  we  have  classified  and  evaluated 
the  significant  internal  accounting  controls  in  the  following  categories: 

Accounting  Applications 
Billing  Accounts  Payable 

Receivables  Cash  Disbursements 

Cash  Receipts  Payroll 

Purchasing  and  Receiving 

The  purpose  of  our  study  and  evaluation  was  to  determine  the  nature, 
timing,  and  extent  of  the  auditing  procedures  necessary  for  expressing  an 
opinion  on  the  entity's  financial  statements.  Our  study  and  evaluation  was 
more  limited  than  would  be  necessary  to  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  taken  as  a  whole  or  on  any  of  the  categories  of 
controls  identified  above. 

The  management  of  the  Town  of  Canaan,  New  Hampshire  is  responsible  for 
establishing  and  maintaining  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In 
fulfilling  that  responsibility,  estimates  and  judgments  by  management  are 
required  to  assess  the  expected  benefits  and  related  costs  of  control 
procedures.  The  objective  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to 
provide  management  with  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  that  assets 
are  safeguarded  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition,  and  that 
transactions  are  executed  in  accordance  with  management's  authorization  and 
recorded  properly  to  permit  the  preparation  of  financial  statements  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  Because  of 
inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control,  errors  or 
irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected.  Also,  projection 
of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that 
procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  or  that  the 
degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 
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Our  study  and  evaluation  for  the  llilted  purpose  described  In  the  first 
paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  laterial  weaknesses  in  the 
system.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  systei  of  internal 
accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Canaan,  New  Hampshire  taken  as  a  whole  or 
any  of  the  categories  identified  in  the  first  paragraph.  However,  our  study 
and  evaluation  disclosed  no  condition  that  we  believe  to  be  a  Material 
weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  lanageient  and  federal 
cognizant  agency  and  should  not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

This  year  was  again  a  very  active  one  for  the  Canaan  Planning  Board. 
Tventy-eight  subdivisions  were  approved  during  1989,  of  which  eight  were 
major  subdivisions  and  twenty  were  linor  ones.  These  approvals  resulted  in 
the  creation  of  eight-six  new  building  lots.  Two  large  major  subdivisions 
are  in  the  preliminary  approval  stage;  a  seventy-four  unit  manufactured  home 
park  and  a  twelve  lot  subdivision.  The  Planning  Board  collected  $1,223.34  in 
fees  from  these  subdivisions. 

The  land  use  committee  completed  its  draft  of  the  proposed  zoning 
ordinance  after  many  long  hours  of  meetings.  Many  suggestions  were  received 
from  the  public  which  resulted  in  several  changes  in  the  original  draft.  The 
proposed  zoning  ordinance  appears  on  the  Town  Warrant  for  1990. 

The  Planning  Board  also  received  a  planning  strategy  study  from  an  Amos 
Tuck  School  (Dartmouth  College)  case  team.  The  study  described  methods  of 
prioritizing  road  maintenance  and  improvements  for  Canaan.  This  should 
assist  the  Planning  Board  in  its  efforts  to  establish  a  capital  improvements 
plan  for  the  Town  of  Canaan.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Couission  continues  to  vork  in  a  nuiber  of  vays  to  help 
preserve  the  natural  resources  of  the  Tovn.  A  vetlands  study  was  begun  in 
the  autuin  of  1988;  field  vork  was  conpleted  last  suMer.  This  year's  task 
is  to  organize  the  information  into  a  report  which  we  hope  will  be  a  valuable 
planning  resource.  It  will  be  lade  available  to  the  public. 

The  Couission  has  received  lany  new  dredge  and  fill  periit  applications, 
as  well  as  reports  froi  the  N.H.  Wetlands  Board  on  the  status  of  violations 
which  occurred  earlier  and  are  still  under  investigation.  The  Vetlands  Board 
appears  to  be  increasingly  strict  in  its  enforceient  of  RSA  483A  and  heavy 
fines  are  iiposed  for  non-coipl lance.  It  is  essential,  therefore,  that 
anyone  proposing  to  fill,  dredge  or  undertake  any  construction  in  a  wetland, 
or  adjacent  to  open  water,  first  file  a  dredge  and  fill  periit  application. 
Applications  are  available  at  the  Canaan  Town  Office. 

An  application  has  been  submitted  to  the  State's  Land  conservation 
Investment  Program,  to  preserve  a  land  parcel  of  significant  conservation 
value  along  Rte  4,  including  woods,  wetland  and  open  fields.  It  received 
preliminary  approval  and  we  are  optimistic  that  final  approval  will  be 
forthcoming. 

The  Commission  is  always  eager  to  hear  from  citizens,  and  would  welcome 
participation  from  anyone  with  expertise  in  natural  resources  management.

During  calendar  year  1989,  the  State  of  New  Haipshire  experienced  an 
average  nuiber  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires 
were  fires  kindled  without  a  fire  periit  froa  the  Forest  Fire  Warden, 
children  and  debris  burning  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  these  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  By  New  Haipshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27b),  "No  person,  fin  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to 
be  burned  any  later ial,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without 
first  obtaining  a  written  fire  periit  froi  the  Forst  Fire  Warden  of  the  town 
where  the  burning  is  to  be  done." 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Haipshire  are  lisdeieanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or  a  year 
in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  paying  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Haipshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  lany 
towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1989  including  several  large  fires 
in  Allenstown,  Alton,  Chesterfield,  Concord  areas,  as  well  as  the  100  acre 
fire  on  Ht.  Belknap  in  Gilford.

During  1090  the  Canaan  Fire  Departient  responded  to  85  alaris.  The 
breakdown  is  as  follovs:

Training  continues  to  be  a  high  priority  within  the  department.  During 
the  past  year  a  nuaber  of  firefighters  have  participated  in  training  at 
several  levels  ranging  from  lonthly  departient  training,  regional  fire 
schools,  and  the  National  Fire  Acadeiy  to  the  NHFST  level  1  certification 
course.  In  1989  three  of  our  firefighers  completed  the  level  1  certification 
course,  and  ve  currently  have  twelve  firefighters  participating  in  a  level  1 
course  being  taught  within  the  departient  by  Assistant  Chief  Toi  McDeriott. 
When  this  course  concludes  soietiie  this  spring  we  will  have  twenty-five 
level  1  certified  firefighters  out  of  the  thirty-five  leibers  currently  on 
the  roster.  This  underscores  the  couitient  and  dedication  that  the  leibers 
of  the  departient  have  for  providing  quality  fire  protection  for  this 
couunity. 

Thanks  to  the  continuing  support  of  the  citizens  of  this  couunity  we 
have  been  able  to  love  ahead  on  a  nuiber  of  projects  during  the  past  year. 
We  have  placed  in  service  three  new  portable  radios,  1000'  of  five  inch  hose, 
and  have  replaced  the  ladders  on  engines  one  and  two.  As  stated  in  last 
year's  report,  engines  one  and  two  are  aging  and  we  will  have  to  consider 
another  new  engine  soon.  The  aiount  of  loney  spent  to  keep  these  engines  in 
service  keeps  increasing  each  year  to  the  point  where  we  lust  ask  ourselves 
if  this  is  cost  effective. 

We  have  also  seen  increased  use  of  the  fire  station  by  outside  groups 
during  the  past  year.  Several  scout  groups  are  holding  regular  leetings 
there,  and  several  other  groups  have  used  the  station  on  different  occasions. 
Last  year  the  town  voting  was  aoved  to  the  fire  station  and  the  station  will 
be  used  for  this  again  this  year. 

Once  again  this  year  we  presented  a  prograi  at  the  Canaan  Eleientary 
School  during  fire  Prevention  Week.  The  theie  for  this  year's  prograi  was 
"Big  Fires  Start  Siall".  This  nationally  recognized  prograi  established  by 
the  NFPA  was  funded  by  the  Canaan  firefighters  Association.  The  association 
also  provided  funds  to  install  a  new  dry  hydrant  in  Canaan  Center  as  well  as 
funds  to  coiplete  a  nuiber  of  other  projects. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Enfield  and  Grafton 
Fire  Departients  for  their  assistance  in  the  past  year.  Our  run  survey 
indicates  the  nuiber  of  tiies  that  we  responded  to  those  towns,  but  does  not 
reflect  the  assistance  they  have  provided  us,  both  with  station  coverage,  and 
assistance  on  the  scene.  The  benefits  of  our  lutual  aid  affiliation  helps 
keep  costs  down  and  allows  us  to  provide  iiproved  fire  protection. 

We  deeply  appreciate  the  continued  support  froi  the  citizens  of  this 
couunity.

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CANAAN  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

As  we  enter  into  the  last  decade  of  this  century,  the  Canaan  Police 
Departient  has  been  especially  busy  in  several  area's  of  law  enforcement. 
1989  has  deionstrated  the  need  to  change  soie  of  the  tactics  that  ve  have 
previously  used  to  accoaplish  our  Mission  to  the  couunity.  There  has  been  a 
great  deal  of  work  by  the  leabers  of  the  department  to  help  stop  the  flov  of 
drugs  into  the  couunity  and  several  arrests  have  been  made  on  persons  vho 
have  been  involved  in  this  activity.  We  have  teaied  up  vith  the  N.H. 
Attorney  Generals  Task  Force  and  the  N.H.  State  Police  Drug  Unit  in  this 
effort  and  ve  are  coaiitted  to  continue  this  var  against  drugs. 

This  past  year,  ve  have  also  applied  for,  and  received  Highway  Safety 
Grant  Funds  this  past  year.  A  second  radar  unit  was  obtained  through  this 
grant  as  veil  as  funds  for  establishing  a  traffic  safety  patrol.  This  patrol 
vas  priiarily  set  up  for  detecting  traffic  violators  and  driving- 
vhile-intoxicated  offender  on  our  highvays.  We  ran  this  program  throughout 
the  suuer  on  veekend  nights  and  alloved  le  to  run  a  second  police  vehicle 
patrol  during  the  peak  periods  associated  vith  those  kind  of  violations. 
After  completing  this  operation  and  evaluating  the  results  it  vas  determined 
that  the  program  vas  a  complete  success.  Both  motor  vehicle  accidents  and 
criminal  activity  during  the  time  of  this  patrol  vas  reduced  to  the  point  of 
near  non-  existence. 

Officer  Kevin  Copp  has  been  recognized  by  the  department  and  selectmen 
for  his  outstanding  service  to  our  community  and  in  June  he  vas  promoted  to 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant.  His  nev  duties  have  helped  ease  the  burden  of  the 
administrative  responsibilities  and  he  also  has  been  assigned  the  job  of 
Court  Prosecutor. 

I  vould  like  to  express  to  the  citizens  of  Canaan  the  extreme  pride  that 
I  have  in  the  performance,  dedication  and  ability  of  the  officers  that  have 
served  on  my  department  during  the  past  year.  With  the  type  of  team  effort 
demonstrated  by  these  men  and  the  support  that  I  have  received  by  the 
citizens  and  the  selectmen,  ve  vill  continue  to  provide  the  community  vith 
effective  police  service.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  we  finished  up  the  half  lile  of  Turnpike  Rd  that  we 
started  the  previous  year. 

We  elevated  a  portion  of  River  Rd,  put  in  culverts  to  relieve  the  water 
probleis  that  norially  occurred  there,  hot-topped  the  hill  and  resurfaced  the 
length  that  had  been  hot-topped  previously. 

We  put  in  nuierous  culverts  all  over  town  -  soie  were  replacements  and 
others  were  new  installations  where  needed. 

We  replaced  two  bridges  (Clark  Pond  Rd  and  Hinkson  Rd)  with  arch 
culverts. 

We  did  the  norial  laintenance  of  dirt  and  hot-top  roads  and  some  badly 
needed  shoulder  and  ditch  work  on  Goose  Pond  Rd  and  Talbert  Hill  Rd.  We 
widened  portions  of  South  Rd. 

We  built  a  road  to  the  new  transfer  station.  This  was  not  something  we 
had  planned  to  do  when  the  year's  planning  was  done.  The  job  couldn't  be 
started  until  after  Labor  Day  and  had  to  be  usable  by  November  1.  Normal 
laintenance  had  to  be  continued  during  this  time.  I  thank  the  whole  highway 
crew  for  making  this  project  a  success  and  getting  it  done  on  time. 

I  think  overall  that  this  was  a  very  productive  year.  Last  winter  was 
extremely  icy  and,  as  of  this  writing,  the  conditions  of  the  winter  of  '89  & 
'90  seem  no  different.  I  ask  you  to  be  patient  with  us.  Sanding  is  a  very 
time  consuming  project.  We  have  to  travel  over  the  same  roads  you  do  and  the 
sand  is  behind  us,  not  under  out  tires.  During  some  storms  the  ice  forms 
immediately  as  we  sand  and  it  appears  that  we  have  done  nothing. 

The  demand  for  service  is  not  the  same  as  it  was  10  or  more  years  ago. 
The  increase  in  population  and  location  of  the  population  changes  priorities. 
School  bus  routes  are  top  on  our  list  with  highly  traveled  roads  a  close 
second. 

There  are  99.8  miles  of  road  in  the  Town  with  76.29  maintained  by  the 
Town,  16.75  State  maintained  and  6.76  are  Class  VI  or  un-maintained  Town 
roads.  We  have  four  large  sanders  and  one  pick-up  sander.  One  truckload 
will  cover  1.5  to  2.5  miles  of  road  per  load.  Please  bear  with  us  as  we  try 
at  all  times  to  give  you,  the  taxpayer,  the  best  and  most  prompt  service  we 
can.

Advance  Transit,  Inc.  (A.V.)  is  a  not  for  profit  organization  that 
provides  public  transportation  services  to  the  Upper  Valley  tovns  of 
Hartford,  Norwich,  and  Thetford,  Veriont,  and  Canaan,  Enfield,  Hanover, 
Lebanon,  and  Lyie,  New  Haipshire.  A.T.  is  overseen  by  a  Board  of  Directors 
comprised  of  representatives  froi  the  towns,  institutions,  and  riders  served 
by  the  systei.  Advance  Transit  is  a  relatively  young  organization,  having 
been  incorporated  in  1984.  (Advance  Transit  was  originally  a  service  of  the 
Upper  Valley  Senior  Citizens  Council  dating  back  to  1981.)  A.T.  has  aatured 
as  an  organization,  and  has  becoae  increasingly  stable  operationally  and 
fiscally. 

In  1989  a  comprehensive  service  analysis  was  done  by  Resource  Systems 
Group  of  Norwich  and  as  a  result  a  new  system  of  routes  and  schedules  was 
implemented  in  October  of  1989.  The  new  system  features  standardized  routes, 
predictable  headways,  and  coordinated  transfers.  New  bus  stop  signs 
featuring  the  now  familiar  blue  and  yellow  graphics  and  logo  of  Advance 
Transit  are  being  installed  at  various  locations  along  the  routes.  In 
February,  1990  temporary  black  and  white  printed  schedules  will  be  replaced 
by  an  easier  to  read  color  version  which  will  be  widely  distributed. 

Many  thanks  to  Dick  Pusey,  the  town's  appointed  representative  to  the 
Advance  Transit  Board,  for  donating  his  time  and  talents  to  design  the 
printed  schedules.  Pick  up  one  of  the  new  color  schedules,  see  what  a  great 
job  Dick  has  done,  and  try  our  service!

Grafton  County  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  provides  services  to  older 
residents  of  Canaan  through  Mascoaa  Area  Senior  Services  located  in  the 
Indian  River  Grange  Hall  on  Main  Street.  These  services  include  hoie 
delivered  leals,  a  senior  dining  rooi  progran,  liiited  transportation 
services,  adult  day  care,  outreach  and  social  vork  services,  health  screening 
and  education,  recreation,  infornation  and  referral,  as  veil  as  opportunities 
for  older  individuals  to  be  of  service  to  their  coniunities  through 
volunteering. 

Any  Canaan  resident  over  the  age  of  60  or  leibers  of  his/her  faiily  are 
eligible  to  use  the  services  of  GCSCC.  Handicapped  individuals  under  the  age 
of  60  nay  also  be  served  through  these  programs.  Although  there  are  no 
charges  for  the  services,  the  agency  does  request  contributions  tovard  the 
cost  of  services. 

During  1989,  4,070  older  individuals  vere  served  through  all  of  GCSCC's 
prograis.  Some  217  of  these  were  Canaan  residents.  These  individuals 
enjoyed  4,057  hot  nutrition  meals,  served  to  thei  in  the  company  of  friends 
at  the  Hascoma  Center,  an  additional  73  individuals  received  nourishing 
meals  delivered  to  their  homes  by  caring  volunteers.  Sixteen  of  these 
individuals  used  our  transportation  services  on  367  occasions,  and  used  the 
adult  day  care  or  social  services  program.  Fifty-nine  Canaan  volunteers 
contributed  5,152  hours  of  time,  energy  and  talent  to  support  the  operation 
of  the  agency's  services.  Others  participated  in  recreational  and  education 
programs  or  used  our  information  and  referral  service.  Services  for  Canaan 
residents  were  provided  at  a  cost  to  the  agency  of  $58,124.58,  and  were 
instrumental  in  supporting  many  of  these  individuals  as  they  attempted  to 
remain  in  their  own  homes  and  out  of  institutional  care  despite  physical 
frailties. 

We  are  looking  forward  to  the  expansion  of  our  transportation  services 
for  older  residents  of  the  community  during  the  coming  year,  with  the 
acquisition  of  a  new  lift-equipped  vehicle  scheduled  for  delivery  in  March  of 
1990.  This  critical  service  will  complement  those  currently  provided  by  the 
Mascoma  Area  Senior  Center,  making  the  center  more  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
Canaan  elders. 

Working  closely  with  other  agencies,  providing  services  to  older  people 
in  the  community,  our  goals  for  the  future  include  additional  efforts  to 
assist  older  Canaan  residents  and  their  families  in  taking  advantage  of 
available  programs  and  services  which  will  improve  the  quality  of  their  lives 
and  enable  them  to  remain  independent  in  their  own  homes. 

Through  the  years,  GCSCC  has  very  much  appreciated  the  support  of  the 
Canaan  community  for  services  which  enhance  the  independence  of  older 
residents  of  Canaan.  This  support  is  much  more  critical  at  a  time  of  federal 
and  state  funding  constraints.

GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS '  1989  REPORT 

Unlike  tovn  and  school  budgets  which  are  passed  by  local  voters  each 
March,  the  Grafton  county  fiscal  year  budget  is  passed  by  the  28-ieiber 
Legislative  Delegation  in  late  June,  and  takes  effect  July  1st.  the  State 
Departient  of  Revenue  Adiinistration  determines  each  town's  share  of  county 
taxes  based  on  the  town's  proportion  of  total  assessed  valuation  in  the 
county.  The  town  collects  the  tax  for  the  county,  so  the  town's  property  tax 
rate  reflects  its  share  of  the  county  tax  as  well  as  town  and  school  taxes. 

In  1989  Grafton  County's  budget  increased  froi  $10.1  Billion  to  $11.2 
Billion.  The  increase  in  the  operating  budget  is  lostly  due  to  growing 
caseload  and  increased  costs  for  Intermediate  Nursing  Hoie  Care  and  the  cost 
of  staffing  and  operating  the  new  jail  wing.  The  good  news  is  that  the  cost 
of  court-ordered  placeaents  for  juveniles  has  leveled  off  after  increasing 
160%  froi  1985  to  1989. 

The  amount  of  the  county  budget  to  be  raised  by  property  taxes  increased 
from  $5.0  million  to  $6.3  million,  in  large  part  because  most  of  the  1988 
surplus  was  used  to  pay  for  construction  of  the  jail  addition  and  because  of 
increased  costs  of  Intermediate  Nursing  Home  Care  payments  to  the  State.  It 
should  be  noted  that  48.5%  of  the  county  tax  collected  from  the  towns  is  paid 
directly  to  the  State  for  the  county  share  of  nursing  home  care,  old  age 
assistance,  and  aid  to  permanently  and  totally  disabled. 

The  construction  of  a  new  30-bed  minimum  security  unit  at  the  County 
Department  of  Corrections  was  completed  in  March  of  this  year,  and  inmates 
were  moved  in  during  the  first  week  in  April.  Thanks  to  the  strong  hands-on 
management  and  control  by  Supt.  Bill  Siegmund  and  Clerk  of  the  Works  Wayne 
Whitney,  the  county  managed  to  complete  the  $1.6  million  project  with  a 
$9,197  surplus.  And,  by  using  $500,000  in  surplus  funds  as  a  down  payment, 
we  only  bonded  $1.1  million. 

Because  of  increasingly  crowded  conditions  at  the  Grafton  County 
Courthouse,  the  Commissioners  are  looking  into  both  short-  and  long-range 
solutions  to  the  county's  space  problems.  Working  with  Samyn-D'EIia  &  Assoc, 
to  develop  plans  and  projected  costs,  we  expect  to  present  plans  early  in 
1990  for  possible  cost  effective,  short-term  solutions,  including  renovating 
the  county  owned  duplex  house. 

The  Commissioners  are  also  anticipating  changes  in  the  overall  management 
structure  of  the  county  next  year  with  Administrator  Siegmund's  retirement  in 
June.  The  Nursing  Home  Complex  (the  nursing  home,  jail  and  farm)  will  be 
separated  into  three  separate  facilities  with  individual  administrators.  The 
Commissioners  are  considering  the  impact  of  this  conversion  on  the  county 
business  office  and  overall  county  operations  in  order  to  ensure  a  successful 
response  to  the  changes  brought  about  by  Mr.  Siegmund's  retirement. 

The  Grafton  County  Commissioners  meet  weekly  on  Wednesdays  at  the  Grafton 
County  Courthouse  in  North  Haverhill.  We  encourage  public  attendance  and 
welcome  tours  of  our  facilities.

Headrest,  the  Upper  Valley's  24-Hour  Crisis  Hotline  and  Inforiation  & 
Referral  service,  thanks  the  residents  of  Canaan  for  their  support.  Headrest 
serves  the  people  of  Canaan  in  lany  ways: 

24-Hour  Hotline.  In  an  eiergency,  soieone  is  iuediately  available  at 
Headrest  to  offer  personal  support  and  find  additional  resources.  Headrest's 
Hotline  is  certified  by  the  Aierican  Association  of  Suicidology,  and  phone 
workers  have  special  expertise  in  handling  crisis  involving  the  use  of 
alcohol  or  drugs.  Hotline  workers  are  trained  to  be  understanding,  respect 
the  caller,  and  lend  eiotional  support  in  a  non-judgiental  way. 

Inforiation  and  Referral.  People  can  call  Headrest  whenever  they  have  a 
question  or  problei  and  aren't  sure  where  to  turn.  Headrest  has  inforiation 
on  local  services,  consumers'  &  tenants'  rights,  drugs  &  alcohol,  legal 
assistance,  counseling  services,  and  support  groups.  Headrest  has  also  been 
designated  as  a  contact  point  for  inforiation  on  AIDS  issues. 

Alcohol  &  Drug  Prograis.  Headrest  offers  inforiation,  educational 
presentations,  plus  individual  and  faiily  counseling  about  substance  abuse 
issues.  Headrest  is  virtually  the  only  free  or  low  cost  drug  &  alcohol 
counseling  service  in  the  Upper  Valley. 

Teen  Hotline.  Scheduled  to  begin  operation  in  March,  1990,  the  Teen 
Hotline  will  be  available  three  afternoons  S  evenings  a  week  to  take  calls 
froi  teen-agers.  The  phones  will  be  completely  staffed  by  teen-agers  who 
have  coipleted  the  deianding  Headrest  Hotline  training  prograi.  The  Teen 
Hotline  will  have  the  capability  to  refer  youth  at  high  risk  of  drug  or 
alcohol  problems  to  Headrest's  in-hours  group  counseling  service  for 
teen-agers.

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MASCOMA  HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Mascoia  Hoie  Health  Services  celebrated  its  20th  year  of  service  to  the 
Mascoia  Valley  coiaunities  which  include  Canaan.  The  agency  has  grown  over 
the  years  in  an  atteipt  to  leet  the  coiiunity  health  needs  as  they  have 
arisen. 

We  have  worked  closely  with  other  huian  service  organizations  in  the  area 
in  an  effort  to  lake  the  lost  effective  use  of  all  prograas  offered. 

The  Parenting  Support  Groups  started  in  1983  have  been  a  strong  piece  of 
the  entire  Child  Health  Program  which  also  includes  a  lonthly  Well  Child 
Clinic  and  twice  yearly  Dental  Clinics.  There  is  also  a  Parent  Aide/Faiily 
Outreach  Worker  available  to  lake  hoie  visits  to  assist  young  faiilies  with 
learning  to  care  for  their  children. 

The  Adult  Home  Health  Care  Prograi  is  also  based  priiarily  on  hone 
visits.  The  staff  numbering  15  includes  registered  nurses,  therapists,  hoie 
health  aides,  honeiakers  and  a  social  worker.  Each  has  their  role  in  helping 
individuals  with  some  physical  liiitations  to  reiain  in  their  own  hoaes. 

Much  of  this  would  not  be  possible  without  the  support  from  the  Town  of 
Canaan.  On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  staff  we  thank  you  for 
your  help  which  is  passed  on  to  those  in  your  coaiunity  who  need  a  helping 
hand.

Adult  Program:  2518  Home  Visits  and  saw 
70  individuals 

Child  Health  Prograi:  127  Home  Visits,  saw 

82  children  at  the  Well  Child  Clinic, 
and  40  children  at  the  Dental  Clinic.

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HOSPICE  OP  THE  UPPER  VALLEY,  INC. 

Hospice  of  the  Upper  Valley  helps  people  live  as  fully  as  possible  in  the 
face  of  death,  illness,  and  grief.  Hospice  provides  education  prograis  and 
direct  care  services  free  of  charge  to  25  couunities  in  VT  and  NH.  During 
1989: 

Service 

Hospice  helped  434  patients,  faiilies  and  friends  in  its  four  categories 
of  service:  ancillary  ledical  support;  bereaveient  care;  short-teri 
counseling;  infomation  and  referral.  Eighty-nine  patient/faiily  units 
received  Hospice  nursing  assessment  and  consultation,  volunteer  assistance 
vith  routine  tasks  or  respite  care  in  hoie,  hospital  or  nursing  hoie.  In 
addition,  one  hundred  thirty-nine  people  received  support  and  guidance  in 
their  grief.  Tventy-eight  of  these  were  the  children  (twelve  years  and 
under)  in  our  support  groups  for  bereaved  children.  Forty  vere  widows  and 
widowers  participating  in  an  ongoing  support  group. 

Another  twenty-nine  people  coping  with  issues  related  to  death  and  dying 
received  short-tern  counseling  from  our  staff,  and  fifty-one  received 
information  or  referral  to  other  services. 

Fifteen  people  from  Canaan  used  our  services. 

The  care  patients  and  families  receive  is  overseen  and  guided  by  the 
Hospice  Interdisciplinary  Team,  which  currently  includes  at  least  one 
representative  from  the  following  professions:  clergy,  discharge  planner. 
Hospice  nurse,  home  health  nurse,  oncology  nurse,  physician,  social  worker. 
Hospice  volunteer.  In  order  to  provide  comprehensive  medical  and  case 
management  services.  Hospice  is  working  together  with  six  area  home  health 
agencies  and  our  other  volunteer  Hospice  programs  to  create  a  Medicare 
certified  Hospice  (to  be  called  the  Hospice  Regional  Network).  We  expect  the 
program  to  be  operational  by  June  1990. 

Education 

Fifty-seven  people  from  Upper  Valley  towns  took  one  of  our  two  volunteer 
training  programs  in  1989  with  many  taking  it  for  professional  or  personal 
growth.  Twenty-one  want  to  volunteer  time  to  Hospice.  They  join  our  pool  of 
close  to  one  hundred  trained  volunteers  who  in  1989  gave  approximately  2000 
hours  of  service  to  patient/families  and  3000  hours  in  administration, 
fund-raising,  publicity,  and  education.  Three  Hospice  volunteers  live  in 
Canaan. 

Working  in  conjunction  with  a  local  AIDS  action  group,  Hospice  offered  an 
AIDS  buddy  training  for  those  interested  in  helping  people  with  AIDS. 
Seventeen  people  completed  the  course.  Our  1989  Annual  Speaker's  talk  and 
two  workshops  featured  Attitudinal  Healing  and  work  with  terminally-ill 
children  and  drew  a  combined  total  of  over  three  hundred  participants. 
Hospice's  other  educational  programs  reached  700  people.  Highlights  include: 
a  course  given  to  Dartmouth  Medical  School  students;  presentations  to  area 
public  schools;  hospital  and  nursing  home  in-services;  the  annual  Hospice 
Sabbath  in  which  six  area  churches  participated  by  focusing  on  the  needs  of 
the  dying  and  the  grieving  in  their  worship  services. 
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Hospice  Report,  continued 

Prograi 

Our  three  paid  staff  leabers,  an  administrative  assistant,  a  nurse  and  a 
social  worker,  coordinate  the  work  of  Hospice.  A  creative  arts  therapist  is 
hired  on  a  consulting  basis  to  lead  the  children's  groups.  The  Board  of 
Directors  oversees  the  adninistration  of  Hospice  and  monitors  long  range 
development.  Because  of  the  Board's  strong  coiiitnent  to  the  future  of 
Hospice,  a  business  consultant  was  contracted  in  1989  to  help  develop  a 
comprehensive  approach  to  fund  raising,  one  which  will  ensure  the  ongoing 
availability  of  Hospice  care  in  the  years  to  come. 

Hospice's  major  sources  of  income  include  memorial  gifts,  individual 
donations,  and  town  support.  We  are  not  a  United  Way  Agency.  In  1989, 
Canaan  allocated  no  funds  toward  our  $74,000  operating  budget.  For  fiscal 
year  1990,  we  are  requesting  $750.00  towards  our  $92,000  anticipated 
expenses.

UPPER  VALLEY  HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

Forty-eight  drums  of  household  toxics  were  collected  from  288  Upper 
Valley  households  at  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Committee's 
Annual  Collection  Day,  Saturday,  May  6,  1989. 

The  Committee  has  sponsored  6  annual  Collection  Days  at  which  11,000 
gallons  of  toxic  materials  were  collected  and  thereby  successfully  diverted 
from  Upper  Valley  landfills.  These  wastes  included  automobile  fluids, 
batteries,  garden  herbicides  and  pesticides,  paint,  oven  and  drain  cleaners, 
furniture  refinishing  products  and  many  materials  commonly  used  by  home 
hobbyists  and  craftsmen.  In  accordance  with  federally  regulated  standards, 
these  wastes  were  recycled,  incinerated  or  taken  to  authorized  hazardous 
waste  disposal  sites,  depending  on  the  type  of  material. 

The  scope  of  the  Committee's  activities  continues  to  expand,  especially 
in  the  area  of  education.  As  more  and  more  toxic  materials  come  on  the 
market,  there  is  an  increasing  need  for  public  education  regarding  safe 
disposal  of  toxics  and  the  use  of  non-toxic  alternative  products. 

The  committee  has  been  successful  in  local  fund  raising  with  the  major 
portion  coming  from  the  three  regional  landfills  in  the  Upper  Valley. 
Contributions  from  local  business  and  organizations  and  on-site  donations, 
along  with  grants  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  State  of  Vermont 
have  made  it  possible  to  meet  the  expenses  for  1989. 

The  next  Collection  Day  will  be  May  5,  1990.  The  Committee  welcomes 
participation  by  all  area  residents.

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  council  is  a  public,  non-profit  voluntary 
association  of  tovns  and  cities.  It  consists  of  28  coMunities  in  Nev 
Haipshire  and  3  in  Veraont,  and  includes  tovns  in  5  counties. 

The  Council  operates  through  a  Board  of  Directors  and  has  a  professional 
staff.  Each  tovn  or  city  annually  appropriates  funds  for  the  Council's 
operation  and  sends  two  or  three  representatives  to  participate  on  the  Board 
of  Directors.  The  Board  elects  officers,  adopts  an  annual  work  prograi  and 
budget,  and  develops  policies  and  positions  on  issues  that  are  iiportant  to 
our  couunities. 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  officially  designated  by  both 
states  as  the  organization  that  brings  towns  and  cities  within  the  region 
together.  By  associating  and  pooling  resources,  local  governments  have  a 
highly  trained  professional  staff  available  to  thea  for  a  wide  variety  of 
services.  Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning,  transportation 
planning,  solid  waste  planning,  aaster  planning,  environmental  planning, 
capital  budgeting,  iipact  fee  studies,  historic  preservation,  economic  and 
comiunity  developnent,  housing,  downtown  revitalization,  fiscal  and 
environmental  impact  analysis,  and  site  plan  review.  Communities  may  also 
obtain  the  services  of  a  professional  planner  on  a  regular  basis  through  our 
"circuit  rider"  program.  The  council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice  in 
dealings  with  state  and  federal  governments,  protecting  and  furthering  the 
interests  of  our  communities. 

Your  support  enables  the  Council  to  undertake  comprehensive  regional 
planning  and  to  carry  out  various  projects  and  programs  of  regional  benefit. 
Over  the  past  year,  the  Council: 

Provided  consultation  and  help  to  29  out  of  31  member  communities. 
Obtained,  installed,  debugged  and  started  to  use  a  Geographical 
Information  System  (CIS).  This  included  staff  training,  work  for  Lebanon  and 
Lyme  using  existing  computerized  information,  and  starting  to  assemble  a 
regional  database  for  computer  mapping.  We  were  the  first  regional  planning 
commission  in  New  Hampshire  to  obtain  USGS  1:100,000  scale  mapping.  We  are 
also  working  in  cooperation  with  the  State  of  Vermont  to  obtain  complete 
computerized  base  mapping  for  our  Vermont  towns. 

Developed  and  promoted  a  consistent  land  use  classification  system  for 
both  Nev  Hampshire  and  Vermont  to  use  in  CIS  mapping. 

Met  repeatedly  with  state  officials  and  agency  representatives  to 
influence  policy  and  help  keep  the  region  an  active  participant  in  many 
ongoing  programs. 

Maintained  a  library  of  regional  data,  and  answered  numerous  requests  for 
information. 

Developed  open  space  and  housing  elements  for  the  Regional  Plan.  This 
included  sending  open  space  questionnaires  to  all  communities,  and  tabulating 
and  mapping  the  results  using  the  CIS.  A  regional  fair  share  analysis  for 
affordable  housing  was  developed. 
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-  Reactivated  the  NH  Upper  Valley  Solid  Waste  District,  sponsored  a  nuiber 
of  Meetings  of  the  District,  interacted  vith  the  State  of  New  Haipshire 
regarding  approval  of  the  District  plan,  and  worked  toward  iiplenentation  of 
regional  solid  waste  solutions  where  appropriate. 

Hade  available  the  services  of  a  recycling  coordinator  to  Mew  Haipshire 
towns.  In  cooperation  with  Lebanon,  applied  for  and  obtained  a  $25,000  grant 
toward  a  regional  processing  center  for  recycled  Materials. 

Continued  to  adMinister  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  prograM. 

CoMpleted  historic  district  noMinations  in  Thetford,  Norwich,  and 
Cornish. 

CoMpleted  a  nuMber  of  Water  Quality  ManageMent  Plans  for  inclusion  in 
town  Master  Plans  under  NH  Chapter  167. 

Continued  to  provide  support  for  an  econoMic  developMent  agent  in 
Sullivan  County,  to  help  retain  and  expand  eMployMent  opportunities  in  the 
area.  1989  Marked  the  fourth  and  last  year  of  our  start-up  effort  for  the 
Sullivan  County  EconoMic  DevelopMent  CoMMission.  This  highly  successful 
organization  will  becoMe  adMinistratively  independent  in  1990,  and 
financially  fully  independent  in  1991. 

Participated  in  a  statewide  dialogue  regarding  iMpact  Fee  legislation 
during  the  legislative  session  in  New  HaMpshire. 

Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  NH  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series. 
Administered  a  nuMber  of  CoMMunity  Developient  Block  Grants.  These 
grants  have  brought  several  Million  dollars  worth  of  rehabilitation  and 
Municipal  iMprovement  funds  into  the  region  during  the  past  few  years.  Only 
2  of  the  9  regional  planning  agencies  in  New  HaMpshire  provide  this  service. 

Presented  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation  Study  to  Boards  of  SelectMen  in 
several  coMMunities. 

Used  the  computer  Model  developed  during  the  Upper  Valley  Transportation 
Study  to  assess  the  iMpacts  of  changes  to  the  roadway  network. 

Established  a  Transportation  Coordinating  coMMittee  at  the  request  of  the 
New  Hampshire  DepartMent  of  Transportation.  This  group  Met  throughout  the 
year,  and  was  able  to  establish  regional  priorities  for  transportation 
iMprovements.  These  priorities  were  presented  to  the  Governor's  Highway 
Advisory  Council. 

Provided  technical  assistance  to  Advance  Transit  and  County  Coach. 

CoMpleted  a  comprehensive  study  of  public  transportation  in  the  region. 

Provided  extensive  support  to  our  Vermont  towns  for  Solid  Waste  District 
formation,  in  cooperation  with  the  Two  Rivers  Ottauquechee  Regional 
commission.  We  also  worked  toward  fulfilling  our  other  responsibilities 
under  Act  78,  Vermont's  solid  waste  law. 

Complied  with  applicable  Act  200  requirements  at  the  local,  regional,  and 
state  level,  including  participation  in  the  Council  of  Regional  Commissions. 

Participated  in  review  of  Act  200,  the  new  comprehensive  planning 
legislation  in  Vermont,  including  legislative  strategy  sessions. 

Participated  in  the  Vermont  Act  250  environmental  review  process  for  a 
number  of  regionally  significant  projects. 
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Sponsored  local  sessions  of  the  VT  planning  training  series. 
Worked  closely  with  the  Upper  Valley  Land  Trust,  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests,  the  Trust  for  Nev  Haapshire  Lands,  and 
the  Connecticut  River  Watershed  Council  to  protect  open  space  and  conserve 
important  parcels  of  land. 

Continued  to  participate  in,  and  support  the  Connecticut  River  Valley 
Resource  Coaiission.  This  couission  allows  Nev  Haipshire  towns  in  the 
Connecticut  River  Valley  to  join  together  in  addressing  issues  such  as 
growth,  development,  and  preservation  of  the  natural  environient. 

Co-sponsored  and  participated  in  the  "Bridges  for  Toiorrow"  conference, 
together  with  the  New  Haepshire  and  Veriont  Connecticut  River  Couiissions. 
This  conference  developed  goals  and  reconiendations  for  the  future  of  the 
Connecticut  River  Valley. 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  also  provides  specific  services  to 
coniunities  on  a  contract  basis.  As  requested  by  the  comunities,  the 
Council  conducted  inpact  studies  regarding  proposed  developient, 
aiendnents/updates  to  local  ordinances  and  regulations,  new  ordinances, 
capital  iiprovenents  prograns,  and  general  sapping,  drafting,  and  other 
technical  assistance. 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Council  looks  forward  to  serving  your 
couunity  during  the  coiing  year.

The  amendment  was  voted  in  the  affirmative  by  show-of-hand  vote. 

Article  23  as  amended  was  passed  by  hand  vote. 

Article  24:  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  and  any 
other  Officers  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

A  motion  to  accept  article  24  as  read  was  made  by  Paul  Rice  and  seconded 
by  James  Laffan.  Article  24  was  passed  by  voice  vote. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  was  made  by  Edward  Labrie  and  seconded  by  Paul  Rice;  the 
■otion  was  voted  in  the  affiriative  by  voice  vote  and  the  moderator  then 
declared  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  adjourned  at  4:55pi. 
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
